Out-of-city coaches call the City 
League “a center’s league,” mean- 
ing all the teams have good cen- 
ters but rot all-round ability oth- 
erwise.

punch themselves to death. A 
boxer with a one-two punch is 
dangerous. A basketball team with 
only a one-two punch usually can’t 
beat the tough teams. 

By one-two punch, we mean 
they have two players who can 
score well and the others aren 
hot at hitting the hoops. In ® case 
like that the foe just puts two 
guards on your good men and lets 
your poor shooters run more or 
less wild, figuring they’ll hit a few 
buckets, but not enough to hurt. 

Good examples of one-two 
punch teams are Roosevelt (Bush- 
Carson), Murphy. (Bennett-Brad- 
berry), Brown (Smith-Rodgers), 
Smith (Tuck-Skelton), North Ful- 
ton (Mitchell-Mummert). Lanier, 
with 10 mer who can shoot, will 
usually beat teams like that.

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It's the Law That Is on Trial 


This is a difficult editorial to write. It’is 
difficult because it must, in a sense, deal 
with ajspecific case gnd involves the emo- 
tions of those interested. It is difficult, 
too, because we are not at all convinced 
that capital punishment is the deterrent 
for which it was instituted. This, however, 
is beside the point. It is the present law. 


There is before the State Pardon and 
Parole Board the case of John Wallace, 
of Meriwether County. We do -not know 
the defendant. We have no personal feel- 
ing whatsoever either for or against him. 
We wish it were possible to discuss the 
isste without mentioning him or his case. 
It is not so possible. 
regret. He was convicted of one of the 
most brutal and horribly cruel murders in 
the history of the State. The appeal courts, 
including the Supreme Court, have sus- 
tained the verdict of the jury. No new 
evidence has been presented.

This case, or any similar case, puts the 
State and Parole Board on trial. 

Is capital punishment, and the verdict 
of a jury sustained by all the courts and 
unchanged by new evidence, reserved in 
Georgia for Negroes and poor whites? Is 
it to be the lot of the obscure and friend- 
less who do not have money or influence? 

We intend here to express merely an 
opinion. We are not attempting to recom- 
mend a course of action. in this specific 
case. 

But if the defendant in this awful and © 
violent murder case is to be relieved of 
the jury decision, then at the same time 
we urge the Board commute the sentence 
of every person now under the death sen- 
tence—no one of whom has been found 
more guilty than Wallace—and notify the 
juries of the State that all future death 
sentences will be so commuted. 


So we warn Gwinnett County to be on 
watch. Gamblers did operate there for 
some time in bygone years. Their place 
of operation is now a Holiness church, 
probably the only former gambling den 
now operating as a church. . 

If the boys do reopen in Clayton, we 
assume ,they will be using the same dice. 
They look good and clear. But they are 
crooked. All professional gambling is 
crooked. 

There are two gangs of gamblers trying 
to operate in and around Atlanta. Let ev- 
eryone be on the lookout. Incidentally, we 
wonder what is going on in the gambling 
business on Lookout Mountain. 


The Public Wants Colored Margarine 


Within the past few weeks five States 
have acted to remove or modify the re- 
strictions on sale of oleomargarine. 

All told, 34 States have done likewise 
in the past 10 years. 

Even a few butter people have come 
around to the conclusion that margarine 
should not be hemmed in by legal restric- 
tions. For instance, the American Butter 
and Cheese Review, in a recent issue, re- 
minds the dairy industry that continued 
shackling of margarine will not regain for 
butter the market it has lost. It declares 
removal of all regulations on the sale of 
margarine, other than the usual sanitary 
and quality provisions, would not be a 
“complete calamity.” 

This attitude is somewhat different 
from that adopted by the butter lobby 
which is attempting to persuade Congress 


_ that yellow coloring should be a monopoly 


of butter. a 
“Go ahead and remove the unfair taxes 


against oleomargarine,” says this lobby. 
“We think that is fine. But just prohibit 
any manufacturer from coloring marga- 
rine yellow. That is butter’s color and it 
has a natural monopoly on it.” 

Nothing, of course, is further from the 
truth. Butter is naturally yellow a few 
weeks in the year. It is the only food prod- 
uct that can be artificially colored without 
that fact being so stated on the label. 


The public wants its spread, whether 
margarine or butter, to be colored yellow. 
There is no reason why it should not have 
it. And there is no reason why margarine 
should cost the consumer a penalty in 
taxes which bring in no appreciable reve- 
nue but which for 60-odd years have been 
imposed for the sole purpose of subsidiz- 
ing the buttermakers. 


Congress, which ‘begins hearings on 
this matter today, should remember these 
facts. 


A Few Signs of the Prosperous Times 


WASHINGTON—It is « sign of the prosperous political times the party is now enjoying that the 
Democrats were able to sell some 3,500 tickets, at $100 a throw, to the Jefferson-Jackson Day dinner 
victory celebration held here the other night.

WASHINGTON—A year ago, just when congressional support 
of the Marshall Plan seemed to be wavering, Premier Stalin stepped 


And Com- 
munists in France and Italy now appear to be doing the same for 
the proposed American rearmament of Western Europe. 


Last Tuesday, Maurice Thorez, Secretary-General of the French 
Communist Party, said in effect that if Russia became engaged in 
war French Communists would fight on Russia’s side, and on Sat- 
urday Palmiro TogHatti, the Italian Communist leader, echoed the 
same for his group. att ; 

In response to Thorez’s statement, four French Communists 
already have been arrested for alleged treasonable actions, and a 
move is reported on foot to open the way for prosecution of Thorez 
himself by abolishing his parliaméntary immunity. 


Showdown All along there has been congressional reluctance 

to send arms to France or Italy until there is 
complete assurance that these will not fall into Communist hands, 
as already has happened to American arms furnished to the Na- 


- tionalist Government of China. 


Since the showdown in France has been precipitated, the Con- 
gressmen say, there certainly will be no action as to the European 
rearmament proposal until they see how this French battle results. 


The same goes for Italy, provided it is included among the 
nations proposed to be rearmed. 


All sorts of reasons are being advanced as to why French and 
Italian Communists have chosen this particular moment to reaffirm 
their allegiance to Russia, but the most obvious of these seems to 
be that for the Communists it is now or never. Unless they can 
block. the projected Atlantic. Alliance and the remilitarization of 
France ang Italy, Communism in these countries in any event must 
fold up or fight. 


In France, the Communists suffered their most severe setback 
since World War II last November when the Queuille Government 
used troops to bréak a coal mine strike and made both Parliament 
and the Communist-dominated Confederation of Labor like it. In- 
cident to that embroglio, there was begun the investigation, of 
charges that Communists had propagandized French soldiers not 
to —- in event of war with Russia. This has led to the present 
arrests. 

Before Thorez issued his pro-Russian defiance two French Com- 
munist publications had been suppressed, and a move had been 
made to lift the parliamentary immunity of ‘Marcel Cachin, vet- 
eran editor of “Humanite,” the leading Communist newspaper, in 
order to prosecute him for editorials declaring that Russia should 


be supported in event of war. 
Fi ht Thorez, speaking as the leader of 163 Communist mem- 
1g bers of Parliament, now has demanded in effect that he 
himself, as well as Cachin, be arrested. It is quite apparent that 
if the Queuille Government does arrest Thorez it will have pre- 
cipitated a fight to the finish against the whole Communist move- 
ment in France, which polled 30 percent of the national vote in 
the last election. The comparable Communist election strength in 
Italy was 23 percent. 

No doubt Marshall-Plan economic aid and the growing assurance 
of American military support have helped to inspire Premier 
Queuille to proceed against the Communists, but there is internal 
political pressure to the same purpose. Queuille knows that un 
less he suppresses the Communists decisively, Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle probably will be called by the French voters to do the job. 

All this could provoke open revolution in France. In that: event, 
Congress might move in a hurry to aid the French anti-Commu-

They built, too, a mammoth opera house, 
the designers of which had but one instruc- 
tion: that it-should be the most magnificent 
in the world.

From 1840, when Charles Goodyear’s dis- 
covery of the process of vulcanization first made 
wide-scale use of rubber practical, until 1910, 
when the seeds which a young Englishman, 
Henry Wickham, had smuggled out of Brazil 
came into commercial production in the British 
East Indies, the millionaires of Manaus flaunted 
their power and their wealth. Crude rubber 
prices were forced skyward from an original five 
cents to an eventual $3.07 a pound. The land on 
which the wild rubber plants grew was there for 
the claiming. The natives were there in pro- 
lific numbers, eager to work for a few' cents a

land. Manaus was once the undisputed rubber capital of the universe. It boasted 


day. It was a natural setup for exploitation, and 
exploited it was. 

Perhaps it is the setting that makes the ornate 
cathedral, the gold-domed opera house and the 
imported marble mansions so impressive. Cer- 
tainly they are eut of character with the 
dank and dense, which surround them for thou- 
sands of miles. Certainly they have nothing in 
common with the natives who eceme in dugouts 
to trade the products of their oft-crude crafts 
manship at the public market. Even the cli- 
mate—Manaus is only about three degrees south 
of the equator—seems to argue against such a city 
existing and flourishing, even for a time. 

But Manaus is there, and by no means a 
ghost city, though its population has dwindled to 
around 55,000 and its latest modern conveniences 


_ are those of the turn of the century. 


The market for rubber continues to expand. 
But Manaus, which once produced it all, now 
furnishes only an infinitesimal percentage. and, 
barring the miracle of the discovery of a tis- 
ease-resistant cultivated plant to compete with 
that proved so successful in the East Indies, 
even that seems destined to dwindle.

Housing Tensions . 

Editor Constitution: Your editorial the: other 
day giving an analysis of the so-called housing 
“tension” between whites and Negroes was just 
about as true a picture as can possibly be pre- 
sented of a problem which has. no complete 
solution. 


I think the light you threw on the situation 
will help some of the hotheads (who I under- 
stand went so far as to ask the Governor that 
the license of Negro real estate men be revoked, 
so that somebody could be made the goat) see 
the actual situation as it not only now exists, 
but. as it was. before most of us were born and 
probably will be after most of us are gone. 

Atlanta is a big city, but it didn’t happen 
that way over night. It had to grow to its pres- 
ent proportions, and with this growth came the 
usual growing pains. I remember as far back 
as 1910, when we bought our home on West 
Fair Street (I don’t think there were. any Negto 
real estate agents in those days and hardly any 
of the present white realtors in existence), but 
the same things were happening then as now. 
My family moved next door to old Chief of Po- 
lice Beavers. The block below is still called 
“Beaver’s Slide,” because of as we were told 
what happened to the Chief during one icy 
season. 

The feeling then was just as so-called “tense” 
as it is today. But two factors contributed to 
the continued solution of the constant “change- 
over” of neighborhoods in those days. “i 

1. There: were no paid “rabble rousers” and 
professional agitators imported from other neigh- 
borhoods, invited or welcomed to take part in 
working out a solution. | 

2. The men of that day seemed to have the 
vision and foresight not only to be cognizant of 
this necessary growth and expansion of Atlanta, 
but were willing to help make plans to meet 
this progressiveness in growth and development. 

The pattern in Atlanta has always’been, with 
some exceptions, that of the whites moving out 
of old neighborhoods into new subdivisions, and 
the Negroes in turn moving into these old 
neighborhoods. The Negro certainly has not 
followed such patterns by desire on his part, 
but because of economic conditions beyond his 
control.

This principle had beer proceeding in the 
Mozley Park area for several months, until: pro- 
fessional agitators came into the situation and 
stirred up residents of surrounding sections not 
immediately affected. Naturally, appeals to 
racial prejudices can be used effectively to create 
tensions in such situations which would work 
themselves out peaceably otherwise. ~ 

There are other retarding factors in establish- 
ing such a principle. First, it is difficult to find 
leadership in the white neighborhood which will 
accept responsibility for advising the minority 
to stick with the majority, and even more diffi- 
cult to find the leadership which would attempt 
to guide the actions of prospective Negro pur- 
chasers, since they would cqme from the other 
parts of the city. Second, with the prospect of 
high prices, plus the desire to get out, “the next 
house is always for sale.” As you state, boundary 
agreements are temporary only, in the absence 
of substantial natural barriers. Contrary to aver- 
age opinion, local real estate agents of both races 
have worked to facilitate the adjustment of rela- 
tions in these neighborhoods, and do not act until 
they are called in by persons who desire to sell. 

Your Feb. 16 editorial on this subject erro- 
neously indicated that White real estate agents 
use unethical methods in these situations and it 
is good to observe that your later statement cor- 
rected this. An impartial investigation will re 
veal that Negro agents are likewise not to be 
blamed, since they act only when called upon 
by white property owners who have urgent de- 
sires to sell because of the proximity to. Negroes 
and the expectation of high prices. Even so, 
few of them are able to find new homes at prices 
for which they sell. a | 

We ‘agree with you that in all fairness, no 
particular group or individual should be blamed 
for tensions arising out of an acute sociological 
problem for which public officials, local, State 


} and Federal, should assume responsibility. We 


suggest a community-wide permanent inter- 
racial committee, which should be officially ap- 
pointed. or sanctioned, and which, backed up by 
strong public opinion, would be able to facilitate 
understanding and oppose violent agitation.

Spell of Cote d'Azur Grips Visitor

NICE, France—This is the Cote d’Azur, playground of the powerful 
and the fastidious since the first sensuous Sarazen caught a glimpse of 
this landscape artists’ dream. 

The coast of Nice curves like the palm of a gentle hand around 

the bluest of water in the world, they say...the untroubled water of the Mediterra- 
nean, and circles it lovingly with a halo of flowers and green grass and palm trees. 


Behind it, sheltering the view from the eyes 
of rude invaders, rise the Maures, the red rocky 
Esterel, and the ‘foothills of the Alps, jutting up 
in a dozen different elevations into the trans- 
parent sky. 

With nature’s ramp...ts at your back, you‘can 
stand at the curved edge of the Mediterranean 
and imagine you can see the coast of Africa and, 
indeed, there are many who have seen the out- 
lines of Corsica to the left on a clear day for 
dreaming? 

If leaving Nice is as hard as it was to leave 
Paris, after such a brief glimpse of that color- 
ful ‘old city, I might as well come on home now. 
It will be a test of my will power to go on to 
Rome. 

Everything is conspired to make visitors lin- 
ger on in» France. The airlines, which are as 
vital as veins of blood to this section, have 
planned everything. 

They take off at the moment of climax (all 
of the moments are climactic), settle you snugly 
beside some fabulous wanderer from Paris or 
Iran or Scotland or Belgium and, when you have 
given up all attempts at communication, they 
bring on champagne and food and there is no 
reason remaining to talk. 

On my flight here, we left from the airport 
Lindbergh made more famous, and two Ameri- 
cans helped bring the excitement of the day into 
focus. One, Norman Reader, is Chief of Infor- 
mation for the French Tourist Office in New 
York, and the other, Richard Joseph, is travel 
editor for Esquire. They knew I was on Doard 
and pretended later they had met me because 
they knew I had carried a typewriter. 

In fact, everybody seems to know everybody 
is on board. It is the most flattering thing in 
the world. One is met by personages and pho- 
tographers and even small bands of peo- 
ple with welcoming (if unintelligible) words, and 
several times I have wondered if they do not 
have permanent lists for such occasions, such as 
we do with our juror’s files. 

It was dusk when we landed in Nice after a 


three-hour flight from Paris. We were still thrill- 
ing at the sight of the: necklace of lights that 
marks the curve at the airport, when a handsome 
blonde woman named Madame Berthe Pourrier 
rushed up with a wide smile and a bunch of flow- 
ers and presented the Lord Mayor of Nice, who 
seemed as pleased to see us as did madame at 
his side. 

Explanations poured out. Mme. Pourrier is 
the “Delegate of Welcome” for the entire Riviera, 
and she is as organized as an assembly line, with 
big dealers swooping down at all hours and reg- 
istered everywhere from Antibes to Cannes to 
Monaco (Monte Carlo), and Nice itself. A flash- 
ing-eyed little woman who learned spirited Eng- 
lish with the De Gaullists in London during the 
war, she is said to be one of the six women on 
the coast who can introduce visitors to kings 
. and make it stick. 

She said we were headed for the Negresco 
Hotel, on the Promenade des Anglais, where the 
patron, M. Hamorel, had been a great favorite of 
the GIs who came ‘here a few years ago, when 
the Coast was in mourning, to rest from the deep 
fatigue of war. 

ike so many others who look to America 
now for their return of good fortune, M. Ham- 
orel is deeply impressed with American guests. 
He speaks our language fluently and flatteringly, 
incongruously mixing such casual slang as “okay” 
with the deep bows and Old World courtesy that 
are his training. 

The Negresco, a famous smooth and cosmo- 
politan hotel, seemed also to be clicking its heels 
at our arrival. My room, a vast chamber with 
Empire furnishings and decorated in the soft, 
old Venetian green of near-by Italy, was banked 
in tulips and carnations and mimosa, and I had 
no sooner become settled in it than M. Hamorel 
sent up word that he would have a suite ready 
the next morning.

best defense the spectator is in 
for a treat. One of the best bat- 
tles of wits I have seen at the 
card table in a long time took 
place when this hand was play- 
ed in a recent club game. 


While the final contract is 
reasonable enough, there are 
those who will take issue with 
the manner in which it was 
reached. South’s opening bid of 


, one no trump is well chosen. 


He holds one of the no trump 
type distributions with 18 points 
and most of its strength is in 
the minors. Furthermore, it is 
desirable to become declarer on 
this hand, to be sure that the 
Spade King will not be attacked 
on the opening lead. 


North’s raise to 2NT certainly 
contained nothing to spare. The 
hand contained 7 points in 
high cards, one short of regu- 
Jation figures. But to compen- 


sate, there is a five-card suit and | 


the presence of two ten’s 


The 4 of Spades was opened 
and the 10 drove out the King. 
It can Be seen at a glance that 
there are nine tricks eventually 
available to declarer, but time 
operates against +hhim because 
the adverse Spades will be es- 
tablished before he has driven 
out both Aces. There is only one 
way to win the hand and that is 
to sneak through a Heart trick. 
while the other Spade stopper is 
still held. If declarer attempts 
to set up the Clubs first, the 
Ace will be taken and the 
Spades cleared. “Now declarer 
has only 8 tricks, while the Ace 
of Hearts still remains at large. 

Declarer acted quickly in an 
effort to find the defense off 
guard. At trick two he led the 
deuce of Hearts, West started to 
play second hand low, as a mat- 
ter of course, but caught him- 
self just in time to inquire, 
“Why is declarer attacking the 
Heart suit to the neglect of the

Analysis soon made it clear that | 


declarer was trying to engineer 
a bit of sneak thievery. If West 
rushed in with the Ace of Hearts 


' he could clear the Spades while 


he still held the Club Ace and 
without a Club trick it was 
highly unlikely that’ declarer 
could score nine tricks. 

. West accordingly took the 
trick and returned the Spade. 
East naturally unblocked with 
the Jack and there was no way 
to fulfill contract. Had West 
ducked the Heart lead, the 
Queen would have held the 
trick and declarer would have 
proceeded immediately with the 
establishment of the Clubs for 
his nine tricks.
